President Grant has ngain found his igno-
rance of the law an impediment in earrying
out the policy anhonunced in his inaugural of
exconting all laws, good or bad, and in fulfill.
ing his oath of oilice to the sime effect, He
stumbled over that ignorance in nominating
Mr, Stowart to be Secretary of the Troasory,
when n Federal statute Torbade suoh an /-
pointment, Siunmbling thus and {alling, he
ealled on Oongress to  pick him up and sel
him on hix feot ngain by repenling the statute
which he was violating,

He hins stumbled and fellen again over his
ignorance, His order to Marshal Barlow to
Lold the prisoner Pratt *‘at any cost” disclosed
thnatignoranes in all its proportions, Had
Congross been in session, doubtless that body
would have been invoked to set the President
on his lege again by an act conforming the
jaw to his ignoranee, and ordaining that nn
offense committed in the United States oan
be tried elsewhore than in the distriot whore
cowmitted, or if committed on the high sens,
¢lsewhere than in the port or district into
which the prisoner is fivsl bronght, Whether
Burr or Grant most disgraced us might thon
be left to the decision of a military commis-
sion. Buat Congress was not in session to be
oalled on to back up Grant and set him on
his legs again, nnd so he has had to be con-
tent with the performunce of that serviees by
Distrioct Attorney Plerrepont and United
States Commissioner Osborne.  They have
done it with spectacnlar effect,

The plen of* District Attorney Pierrepont
wis a farce, decorously performed, we st
admit: the whole trinl before United States
Commissioner Osborne was o shawm, and, as in
most mock trinls, the business was o little
overdone by the presiding ofticer.  The pur-
pose of the sham was to conceal from gsrnm’_ul
observation that President Grant had again
stumbled and was prostrate, waiting to be set
up again for our homage in the chair of state.

For District Attorney Vierrepont must have
known, from the beginning of the Pratt
kusiness to the denewemont into which he
conducted it so ingeniously and as pionsly
a5 if Lhe had Leen a son of Noanh: and
United Stades Commissioner Oshorne st
have learned over Sunday, if no earlier
under the tnition of the Chawmbers streot
stage manager, that an offeuse committed
i the United States can be tried ouly in the
cdistrict where comniitted, I'he resson of
the law is to prevent the Government fron
lll:lll'llill;; i prisoner abonut to select o district
favornble to a convietion, DBub the warrant of
the Commissioner affirmed that Pratt's of-
Fenses were all done in the distriet or State of
Texas. In his Sunday-schiovoling, Commis-
sioner Osborne was doubtless informed that
those oflenses were therefore trinble in  that
State or distriet, and nowhere else in this
solar system.  He was doubtless instructed,
also, that no commissioner, magistrate, judge,
or court in New York had the legal vight to
tuttiate  the narrest of DPratt:  that the
starting point was Texas, and the propoer
mauner  of  proceeding  was  for  the
United States to proenre an indictment
against the aceused in that State, and on it
demnnd his extradition from the Governor of
New York; that on the extradition the sole
inquiry wotld be the identity of the person
charged in the indictmment with the person
sought to be removed.  Stage-Mannger Pier-
repont. moreover, before putting the conrt
through its reheursals, must hinve had to disclose
to Osborne not only his own blunders, but
also the blunders of the military noodles at
Texas and in Washington, who, instead of
pursuing the aboyve-mentioned customary and
tegal course, sent a detective after Pratt, who
finds him in New York, eight months after
bis alleged offense, who has no personal
kuowledge thercof except heresay, which is
not compoetent evidence, yet thereupon mukes
a compliint and gets from Osborne the war-
rant, perhaps promising him more evidence
on the examination, but certainly offering oo
legal proof-—and no evidenea but what went
Lo show that Usborne had no jurisdietion over
the oftense even if conmitted by Pratt.

There must have been a dress rehenrsal
Oshorne went lh!'n'ilgll the last act of this
spectacnlar drama Ko plibly,  We ean fancy
Distriet Attorney, or rather Director, Pierre-
pout bringing the court into a proper docility
by inforning My, Osboine that, whatever his
niuie, grade, or rank in the system of Fede-
tal judicature—nay, not even though he were
Justice Nelson himself in his ropes and his
lion'’s mane, instead of being endowed with «
quite difterent apparel and authority, had he
rightful power in the premises to arrest and
bold Fratt; and, as the court resisted and
cited Booth's case aud the decision therein of
Chief Justico Taney, donbtless the index fin-
ger of the manager arose, and Mr., Osborne
was laught that, s ngainst the jurisdiction of
a State judge issuing a writ of habeas Corpus
Lo bring Pratt before him, it was preposterous
to allege that for preventing inguiry whether,
under the Federal laws, admitting the guilt of
the accused to be as laid, he (Osborne) had
any jurisdiction: and, if none, then his war-
vaut to Darlow conveyed to him no authority
O protection.

When the Managing Divector had his pupil
sufficiently hnmbled, he doubtless then dis.
